Sellers: Please try to send me an e-mail at least three days before the auction with a listing of the items you wish 
to sell. All items must be amateur radio related. DO NOT bring other items — we won’t auction them. The list should 
include the name of the item, whether you wish to set a reserve price, and whether you wish to make the item a 
club donation (100% of the sale proceeds to the club) or a regular sale item (10% to the club). Finally, be sure to 
include your callsign. If you don’t send me the information in advance, you'll have to fill out an auction slip at the 
club meeting with this information for every item you wish to sell. This delays the start of the auction, so I’d encour- 
age you to send me the information in advance. E-mail it to me at k6jw@scdxc.org. 


A note to buyers: | have to say this every year. We do NOT use bid numbers. When you cast the winning bid, we 
record it by your callsign (preferred) or your name. 


At the conclusion of the auction, buyers will be taken care of first so that we have the cash to pay the sellers. The 
closeout process usually takes no more than half an hour if everyone pays attention to what’s going on and doesn’t 
pester the cashiers. 


Finally, the auction is CASH ONLY. No credit cards. No checks. Cash is the only way we can pay the sellers and 
they MUST be paid. So, bring lots of money and be ready to have fun.
